The Jewish festival of tlic Day of 


Atonement commences atjsunset tki« 
evening and closes at sunset to-mor- 
row evening. It is celebrated on the 
tenth of the soventh month, Tisliri, 
and is regarded as the holiest of all 
the days of the year. It imposes 
upon the conscientious .Tew the most 
serious obligations. For, not only 
innst lie abstain from nil worldly_oc- 
unputions, but from every physical 
enjoyment. 
Increased devotions, 


fervent prayer, n retirement from the 
outer world.rigid fast for twenty-four 
hours, and an earnest atonement are 
the characteristics of this day. 
The cycle of festivals in the Jewish 
calendar tloea not terminate with the 
Day of Atonement. 
On the 3d of 


October beging the Feast of Taber- 
aaolei or Succoth. which continues 
cihut days. Orthodox Jews eat and 
drink only during this period in 
tents, anil "the festival is commemo- 
rative of the sojourn in the wilder- 
ness. AVhile a certain prayer is be- 
ing repeated, a branch of the palm 
tree, "Julab." a land of lemon or 
citron cidled "ethrog," and myrtle 
branches and willow are exhibited. 
This festival celebrates the harvest; 
mid dnriuK the eight days worship 
is held in the syuagogues. Nothing 
remarkable again occurs in the Jew- 
ish calendar until the 29th of March, 
when the Feast of the Passover t«kes> 
place; and on the 18th of May the 
celebration o( Penticast is held.
